Parker; ‘“‘Report of Committee on Unity and Standards,’’ 
by Dr. A. E. Kennedy; ‘‘Eddy Current Losses in Trans- 
formers,’”’ by Fitzhugh Townsend; ‘‘Telephony Over Cables 
and Long Distance Air Lines,’’ by Dr. M. I. Pupin; 
“The Use of Aluminum Line Wire and Some Constants for 
Transmission Lines,’’ by Dr. F. A. C. Perrine and F. G. 
Baum; “A Practical Transmitter Using the Sine Wave for 
Cable Telegraphy and Measurements with Alternating 
Currents Upon an Atlantic Cable,’’ by Dr. A. C. Crehore 
and Capt. G. O. Squier; ‘“‘The Measurement of Illumina- 
tion,’’ by Capt. John Millis; ‘‘Notes on Synchronous Con- 
verters,’’ by Prof. R. B. Owens; ‘‘Fall of Potential in 
Electrolytes: a Fluid Potentiometer,’’ by Carl Hering; and 
“Conditions of Electrolytic Corrosion in Brooklyn,’’ by 
Samuel Sheldon. Some of these papers will be given in 
full or in abstract in future issues. On Thursday after- 
noon the members visited Cramps’ ship yards, and other 
trips were made to various points of interest in the city. 
WESTERN RAILWAY CLUB.—The annual meeting was 
held at the Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, on May 15, with 
a very large number of members present. A paper er- 
titled ‘‘Road Tests of Locomotives; How Should They be 
Made?’ was presented by Prof. L. P. Breckenridge, of 
the University of Illinois, in which he described the ap- 
paratus and methods employed with the two dynamome- 
ter cars operated by the University. Several members 
agreed that this system would best show the performance 
under actual conditions on any particular road or di- 
vision, and would also show the comparative performance 
of an engine with different kinds of cars and other con- 
ditions of train service. Prof. W. F. M. Goss (Purdue 
University), thought the accuracy of observations would 
be very questionable with instruments at some distance 
and connected with the engine by piping. He also re- 
ferred to a method of using a temporary cab on one side 
of the engine to contain all the instruments and avoid 
interference with the engineman and firgman in their 


regular work. Mr. Tratman (Engineering News) thought 
that both systems of testing had their special uses, the 
shop test (as conducted at Purdue) for ascertaining the 
actual efficiency of the engine in itself, and the dyna- 
mometer car test for ascertaining its performance under 
actual conditions of road and train. Mr. Angus Sinclair 
(‘Locomotive Engineering’) thought that instead of occa 
sional elaborate tests, railways would find it beneficial 
to send out a few men to take a series of indicator cards 
of various engines and work up the results. 

The Secretary, Mr. J. W. Taylor, then presented his 
annual report. It showed a membership of 900 members, 
embracing nearly every department and grade of service; 
receipts, $4,796; expenditures, $5,060; balance on hand, 
$1,611. One of the most striking features of the report 
is an analysis of the list of members on the basis of th 
positions held. Nearly every branch of every depart- 
ment of railway service is represented, ranging from 
presidents and general managers down through the vari- 


ous departments to enginemen, machinists and round 
house foremen. The membership of this club is both 
large and representative, and the analytical list above 
referred to is worth publishing as a matter of record:

WESTERN SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS.—At the meeting 
on May 16, an interesting paper on the new engineering 
building of the University of Wisconsin was read by Prof. 

C. E., Dean of the College of 
Engineering at the university. The building is of brick 
and stone, with timber posts and girders, and all the par- 
titions are suspended from the ceilings, making a slip 
joint with the baseboards nailed to the floors, thus pro- 
viding for the inevitable settlement of the floors by shrink- 
age. Ample window space is provided, and the artificial 
light is to consist of concealed electric lights throwing 
their light upon dead white ceilings, thus getting a dif- 
fused light which will not dazzle the eyes. Prof. Johnson 
alluded to the “‘barbarous’’ practice of putting groups of 
glaring lamps in the middle of ceilings, and instanced the 
new fixtures in the Society's lecture room as an example of 
such practice. Engineers know that this is not right, but 
allow it simply because it is the custom of the electric 
light men, who know and care little about the distribution 
of light. The discussion turned mainly on the heating, 
lighting and ventilation systems of the new building, which 
is now in course of erection. 

A “‘ladies’ night’’ meeting was held May 18, and a large 
number of lantern slides were exhibited by E. E. Flora 
and G. A. Douglass, showing the principles used and the 
results obtained in color photography by a system which is 
also to be applied to printing in colors (for magazines, 
ete.) the exact representation of the view or article photo- 
graphed. Landscapes, flowers, china, textile fabrics and 
portraits were exhibited.
